Offer up for them your prayers, communions, in- 
dulgences, and procure, according as yon are able^ 
the Holy Sacrifice to be offered for them. This 
should be an especial duty on the recurrence of the 
anniversaries of your friends and relations. Enrol 
yourself in a Pur^torian Society, and fulfil care* 
fully all its obligationa.

When an infant, a baptized child, shall have 
departed this life before coming to the use of 
reason^ it shall be dressed as befits its age, 
and a crowny or garland of flowers, or of 
aromatic, or savoury herbs, in token of its

white stole, wiA others of the clergy if they 
he at hand, ^preceded by the Cross, which is 
borne withofui its staff, shall go to the house of 
the deceased, or toOie gate of the Church, ov 
Cemetery, with a Clerk bearing the Holy 
Water Stoup.
